ity, and with resources well used, 
he may advance himself.” 
Such individuals, Glazer added; 
are also careful “in the sense of 
being conscious” about their per- 
sonalities, time, education, and 
way of life. “The dominating 
*haracteristic of his life is that 
ie is able to see that the present 
yostponement of pleasure (sav 
ing money is one form of such 
nostponement) will lead to an in- 
srease in satisfaction later.”

Meyer Levin Sues 
Father of Anne Frank 


NEW YORK (JP)—Meyer Le- 
vin, Jewish Post book reviewer, 
is suing Broadway producer 
Cheryl Crawford and Otto Frank, 
father of Anne Frank, for $75,- 
000 and a right to have his play 
based on Anne Frank’s “Diary of 
a Young Girl” publicly read. 

Levin claims that in 1950 Otto 
Frank authorized him.to write a 
play based on the diary 13-year- 
old Anne wrote while the Frank 
family was hiding from the Ger- 
mans in Holland. Levin wrote 
the first draft and interested 
Cheryl Crawford in producing it. 
Later, Miss Crawford changed 
her mind. 

Levin then tried to interest 
other producers in the play, but 
was unsuccessful in finding any 
that were acceptable to Otto 
Frank. Miss Crawford, mean- 
while, released her rights to pro- 
duce the play to Kermit Bloom- 
garten, who hired Hollywood 
writers to write a new dramatiza- 
tion. As matters now stand, 
Bloomgarten has the exclusive 
rights to produce a dramatization 
of Anne Frank’s diary.

SIMPLY cannot attune myself to the mood of ten- 
I der and smiling tolerance with which our elderly 
spokesmen look back upon their ghetto childhoods. 
First there was S. N. Behrman, to bathe his forma- 
tive years in sophisticated bathos. 
Now comes Mr. Shotzinoff, musi- 
cian, critic, music director for 
NEC, to tell us that the East Side 
was paradise. 

At first, I thought his title 
was chosen with irony. But the 
jacket tells us, “Here now is a 
light, charming narrative picture 
of lost, preponderantly happy 
years.” 

Of course a ghetto childhood 
need not have been an unhappy 
one; a warm atmosphere of love in the home, a basic 
stability in income was maintained in many a tene- 
_ment. But Mr. Shotzinoff describes with tender 
amusement, in the proper New Yorker style, a home 
that must have been, by the facts below his New

THE FAMILY was divided, as both his mother 
and father brought children from previous marriages 
into the hopsehold. His mother was so frightened 


that she did not divulge that she had two daughters 
from her first marriages, until after the wedding had 
taken place. The father never forgave her for this 
deception. Whenever a crisis arose, the family tended 
to divide into the two camps. 

The father was in the first years in America a 
Hebrew teacher with a minimum of pupils; the girls 
slaved in basement cigarette-making shops. Samuel’s 
piano-lessons were for years kept secret from the 
nominal head of the hotsehold. The mother’s scrimp- 
ing, the constant indebtedness, the shabby and dis- 
appointing matches for the daughters, all are told 
with a lightness that seems to me not so much to 
come from sympathetic adjustment but from anes- 
thetized memories.

THERE ARE of course incidents for whichethe 
tolerant style is appropriate. Such, for instance, is 
the amused description of a typical “high class” wed- 
ding. “I had hoped that at least one of my sisters 
would marry into a family rich enough to afford an 
elaborate wedding at Pythagoras Hall, with a string 
of hired carriages to take us there. 

“It was true that Pythagoras Hall was only half 
a block from our house, but I knew that proximity 
to Pythagoras Hall did not deter affluent or ostenta- 
tious families residing close to it from conducting 
their weddings on a scale that imposed hired car- 
riages. The Hirsch wedding was a case in point. Mr. 
Hirsch lived even closer to Pythagoras Hall than we 


did, but when he married off his eldest daughter, the 
wedding party went in five open carriages from the 
Hirsch residence on East Broadway through Rutgers 
Street, turned left at Henry Street, turned left again 
at Jefferson Street into East Broadway, and drew 
up, as if after a long journey at Pythagoras Hall.” 

THIS IS LEGITIMATELY cute, but how can a 
mature man write in a light tone of the Haymarket 
victims in Chicago, a tragedy whose impact has not 
diminished with the years. Mr. Shotzinoff tells us 
how a young lady played a piano piece called “The 
Eight Sufferers.” “The composition, by a composer 
whose name I have forgotten, was a memorial to 
eight anarchists who had figured in the ‘Chicago 
strike’ in the year 1886. This unfortunate octet were 
tried for murder and found guilty, and four were exe- 
cuted. On learning the details of the tragedy I at 
once took the side of labor against capital, and, like 
the composer of ‘The Eight Sufferers’, fiercely re- 
sented the martyrdom of the eight... .” 

Mr. Shotzinoff’s destription of an interlude when 
his mother ran a delicatessen is, however, mouth- 
watering. He couldn’t sell a corned beef sandwich 
without cutting a snip for himself. Maybe that’s why 
they went broke. 

Everyone looks back upon childhood with some 
degree of romantization. Mr. Shotzinoff’s descrip- 
tions of his beginning in music, of the kindly teach- 
ers who helped him along, are quite absorbing. But 
oh, those good old days in the ghetto!

W.. DON’T seem to have been 
able to get a feature story 
as yet on the circuit-riding rabbi 
that is the newest adjunct to 
Jewish religious life in the US., 
so I wrote to an old classmate at 
the University of North Carolina 
to tell me his personal reactions 
to the project. He is Sam Bloom, 
whom I haven’t seen in 25 years, 
and who is living in the small 
town of Wallace, North Carolina. 

Here is what he writes: 

“Until this project was initiated 
there was no organized Jewish 
congregation in Wallace. The 
congregation consists of 15 Jew- 
ish families who come from Wal- 
lace, Warsaw, Willard and Bur- 
gaw. Our congregation was or- 
ganized last August. Meetings 
are held every two weeks in 
quarters made available by the 
local radio station .. . - 

“Rabbi and Mrs. (Harold A.) 
Friedman usually arrive early in 
the afternoon to conduct classes 
with the eight children who con- 
stitute the children of the congre- 
gation. Although there is a wide 
range of ages represented among 
these eight, classes are so con- 
ducted and arranged as to inter- 
est the younger members as well 
as the older members of the 
group. 

“Rabbi and Mrs. Friedman are 
equipped with film strips, records 
and similar audio-visual equip- 
ment. (The bus which is being 
equipped for this work is not 
quite ready.) The children seem 
very interested in every phase of 
their classes and really look for- 
ward to each visit from the rabbi

and his wife. 

“The adults of the congrega- 
tion meet at eight in the evening 
on Wednesdays. Rabbi Friedman 
conducts a week-day service after 
which an adult education class is 
held. We are currently studying 
the Bible and use Dr. Cohen’s 
“Pathways Through the Bible” as 
a text. The Rabbi also conducts a 
thirty minute class in Hebrew 
for those who are interested. This 
usually takes place before the 
regular service begins. 

“On Jan. 15 a Bar Mitzvah was 
held here. Of course, this was a 
“first” for Wallace. The local pa- 
per covered this event with photo- 
graphs and a news story. 

“Certainly more importart of 
all is the fact that we now have 
access to a spiritual program 
which would hardly be available 
to us were it not for this new 
idea of a circuit riding rabbi. 
Neither this small community, 
nor any others among the ten be- 
ing served, could financially sup- 
port a full-time rabbi. As it is, 
for a very nominal sum, propor- 
tioned among .the congregation 
according to their ability to pay, 
we are now enjoying much of the 
services made available to the 
congregations of large cities pre- 
sented in a truly modern man- 
ner, understandable to each and 
every member. 

“I for one think we are very, 
very fortunate in having access 
to this program, and indeed for- 
tunate too, that we have a man 
like Rabbi Friedman to render 
this service along with aid given 
by his very capable wife.”

The Pragmatic View 


HE nation-wide tour of the Berlitt 

Philharmonic created a problem for 
United States Jewish communities, and 
their reaction, at least that which was 
vocal and public, was to repudiate and 
denounce the appearance of the orches- 
tra. 

This is no easy problem, and good- 
ness knows that The Post doesn’t have 
the solution for it. 

Yet in Israel, it is clear that the prop- 
aganda vehicles of the government are 
already paving the way for the admis- 
sion of German technicians to supply the

The pragmatic view of the situation 
in the U. S, would be somewhat along 
the lines that the U. S. and West Ger- 
many are for all practical purposes al- 
lies, mostly against possible Communist 
aggression, and that despite Jewish pro- 
tests, German artists will continue, very 
likely in increasing frequency, before 
U. S. audiences. 

The cries of the U. S. Jewish com- 
munity could not be suppressed. They 
were the spontaneous gushing forth of 
the anguish of the Jewish group over the 
bestiality of the Nazis. 


- Halutziut Needs Revival 


LTHOUGH there are sufficient rea- 


sons why halutziut from the United 
States has declined almost to zero, yet it 
is probably more than a coincidence that 
this decline coincides with the disband- 
ing of intensified efforts by the individual 
U. S. Zionist organizations, 

Whether it is true of other Zionist 
groups or not, it is certainly true of the 
Zionist Organization of America, the 
major Zionist group in the U. S., that 
halutziut is no longer part of its program 
of activity. 

This work has been taken over by the 
American Zionist Council, which is bat- 
ting the same zero. - 

Whether halutziut can be success- 
fully developed from the U. S. today or 
not, it is clear that when conditions are 
ripe, a stream of young Jewish pioneers 
from the U. S. to Israel will become an 
actuality. 

When this time does come, the Zion- 
ist groups should not be caught napping, 
and the ZOA should be ready to do all 
in its power to stimulate and quicken the 


It is even possible, that with proper 
guidance, a modest halutziut movement 
could once more be started. 


The ZOA has interested itself in eco- 
nomic aid for Israel, and has stepped up 
its political activity. All of this is to the 
good. But without halutziut, a very im- 
portant area of Zionist work is lacking, 
and the organization, not to mention 
Israel, suffers. * 


When the halutziut work was taken 
over by the American Zionist Council it 
was not envisaged that this work would 
supplant the work being done by indi- 
vidual Zionist bodies. 

Halutziut is not an easy movement to 
foster, if it can be fostered at all. 

But this is no reason why the work 
should be shunned. 

Halutziut is too important for Israel 
to be relegated to the back of any organ- 
ization’s program. To be sure, the ob- 
stacles to the development of a U. S. 
pioneering movement are almost insur- 
mountable, but we won’t know unless we

It is 
to be hoped that there will be an 
awakening on their part to the

TIE BUYERS DOWN WITH PLEDGES, 
DEMANDS NON-BUYER OF BONDS

May I make a suggestion to- 
wards furthering and perhaps 
even stabilizing the sale of Israel 
bonds? 

There have been many times 
in the past when I have been 
called upon to buy a bond and 
failed to do so. simply because I 
didn’t have the money at the 
time. 


Ht seems to me that if I had 
been tied down in some way, with 
a firm promise or pledge to buy 
a bond at a later date, I would 
have arranged to keep the pledge 
by laying aside some monies from 
time to time until I had enough 
to fulfill my pledge and buy the 
bond. 


Therefore, I would like to see 
someone get up a pledge form 


reading, in effect, that so-and-so 
promises to purchase so many
